js to trent the Transvaal as though it were 
a self-governing Colony, unless a distinet 
Lmperial interest is concerned.” . He went 
on to say that it must nob be fargatsen thot 
there is much that is abnormal in the 
economic condition of the Transvaal which 
may call for nbnormal measures, and the 
‘Government, consistently with the, policy 
which they have laid down, could not. refuse 
to accede to the wishes of one part of the 
Empire on a niatrer which it regarded ae of 
‘paramount importance to its well-being, in 
deference to representations, from another 
part of the Empire not directly interested. 
Nevertheless, the Government felt. assured 
that the Transvaal would give to the opinion 
of any self-governing colony such weight a3 
its own exceptional circumstances permitted 

Stripped of its phraseology, the Colonial 
Office's roply to. New Zealand is that the 
‘Transvaal itself must have the determining 
yoice ina matter which affecte its own wel- 
fare, if it does not at the same time. affect 
the Imperial interests. We do not seo that. 
the home authorities could well have 
answered otherwise, if they wished to adhere 
to the declaration quoted by Mr. Lytrerron 
above, It ix open for the New Zealand 


| Government and all supporting the same 


cause to argue that the matter is one affect- 
ing Imperiul interest: This, however, we 
hardly thik edn. be made out. Wo have 
never advocated the introduction of Chinese 
lubour into South Africa, not believing 
it to. promise ~ benefits sufficient to 
conipensate for the many disad vantages.

ANOTHER EYE-WITNESS'S DESCLIPTION. 


On tho 8th instant, at 11.30 p.m. we were 
lying in quarantine ontside of tho entrance. 
The Bussion fleet waa lylug in throe lines 
outside us, and on the onstern side of the 
entraneo thoro were also a few ships, gun-boats, 
training-ships and torpodo-bosts, cruising in 
the samo line with ourselves, making 9 fourth 
line, Suddenly wo. folt a beavy submariue 
oxplosion, with two mora in quick sncoossion. 
The Russian fleet then began firing from’ tho 
outor lino with light guns, their ‘drums beating’ 
to quarters, while the soarch-lights of .overy 
ship were .turned on. Steam-launches aud 
torpedo-boaty bogan rushing sbout, but ino 
fow minutos the firing died ddwn and we thought 
it was only ‘somo night mancavre. We wora 
about to turn in again when the firing broke out 
afrosh; Between half-past twolvo and one 
.o’clock the two ‘Russion battleships passed in 
and tovk up a position right across the narrow 
entrance, while one of the larger craisera took 
up a position close to the entrance under’ the 
light-honse, It seemed to uso atraugo manc- 
uvre for such larga ships st night-time, so we 

. stayod.on deck to watch further developments. 
‘As it was cold, howsver, and things bocamo a 
trifle slow, wo turned inabout 2am, At 235

Betwoon 
six and seven o'clock the inner cruisers came

(they woro'three two-funzielled ornisers) and ‘lay 
in ling, stern on, about 6 or 7 miles off. Thon 
we noticed numbors of men on the forts over- 
_ head, looking out to ses, while the decks of the 
stronided ‘cralsor ‘wore crowdéd with men all 
looking in the samo direction, . About, 7.45 a.ta. 
the threo oraiaers turned and ‘slowly steamed 
across the front of tho Russian ‘fleot, to tho 
eastward, and probably stout 6 miles off. At 
7.55 Isaw distinctly with the telescope that 
the Risiog San of. Jopan was flying from 
their most-heads and gaifa. Tt was like on 
eloctrio shock to'us, snd: we understood at onco 
the mouning of the night: manoeurres, thong 
wo had beon looking on. for nearly two hours; 
thinking that, as the Chincso on board said, 
thore had been # bad collision amongat tho fleet 
the night bofore, Tho whole Russinn fleet was 
now weighing slowly and clumsily, and by 8.20 
wore under way and steaming after the Japanoso 
cruisers, butfartherin shore, towards Dalny: ‘In 
a few minutes the Japanese wore ont of sight to 
the 9.H.-ward’ and o¢ 9.15 a.m: the Russion fleot 
returned to anchor, actually dropping the sume 
great mooring anchord, alihough it “hod. taken 
them so long to get them ‘ap before. Thoy were 
porfeotly certain, andssid 50 openly; thatthe Japs 
would never dare to attack Port Arthur. After- 
wards they séat a couple of oruisors out scouting: 
{athe direction, in which theonemy’s ornisors bad’ 
disoppoored..| At 10.50 a.m. wo were oleared’ 
from quarantine and at the same’ time ong of 
the crnisers returned ‘at groat spood, fring

wore able. A Russian Voluntesr ship, armed 
a3 a cruiser, got under way as s00n as any of 

} them, and passing out through the battleships 
and half a-mile beyond, found thinge so hot 
that she tarned and psssoil back inside thom 
again, though how she excaped, while broadside 
on, ise maryol. 

Toat thon I sow o shell burst right at the 
stern of a battleship, when thoy were still wash- 
ing the anchor and somy twenty moh were try- 
ing to drag o heavy fish-hook forward to tho 
anchor, Lt blotted out everything indense, black 
amoke, and bofore the amoke cleared sway sho 
was shut in by the next in line advancing, 60. we 
could not seo the damogedono, Then anothor bat. 
fleship was stenek broadside, abreast of her for- 

“ward{funnel, and then another on ber port quar- 

tar, and the erniser Askeld bad her sfter funnel 
and main topmast carciodaway, Theso wore all 
heavy shells bursting on the outsid» and were 
plainly noticeable from the volumes of black 
smoke which they rent up. Of courss we could 
not soe these which pouet rated and burat inside, 
thongh doubtloas many that struck the water 
alongside must have hit the vossels as well. 
The oruisers, strange to say, fought most of the 
tims outside the battleships aud on the. wing, 
but retired on them towards the ond of the 
action. 

All this tine wa wore racing slong tho beach 
to the westward, while the shells were falling 
thickly round us, bub fortunately bursting in 
tho water. One heavy shell that burst aft 


covered our stern with smoke and spray, so that 
looking from forwards I thought our storn was 
blownaway. A second later one barat under out 
bows and sent a shower up forward, and s> things 
want on, tho conoussion taking sway our breath. 
and ubaking tho sbip like aleaf. Looking ahead 


and astern, you could soe the shells plainly going 
‘for the forts. Oue Jarge sholl that passod close 
over us must have been neirly spent, os it zig- 
zaggod from sido to side, changing its course as 
it went; bat when it strack tao base of the bill 
and oxploded it shifted pile of sand aud stones. 

It wos principally owing to tho cruiser Novik 
that we camo in for such a hot time, as the bat. 
tleship returned to the reat of the fleot shortly 
after the fight began, and they never went out 
any distance, but floandored about, it seemed 
very much in each other's way, under the guns 
of their heavy forts. The commander of the 
Novik, on the contrary, hendled bis ship vory 
pluckily, having advanced for outside the othors 
to the westward along our lino of retreat. He 
kept dodging at great speed backwards ond for- 
wards, while his guns were sorved well and 
quickly. I am afraid, however, they were too 
light to have much effect on the battleships 
they wore-opposed to, and at that end of the 
line, towards the finish, he drew such a con- 
contrated fire from the heavy ships that he had 
to.retire amidst s regular storm of shell, one of 
which . burst right, at the stern, St without 
apparently hitting the Novik directly. 

It was Jncky for ns that the range was leng 
and the lighter ganus- littl used, or we could 
never huve gone through it. At 1143 wo 
cleared the fire-zone, and by 11.45 the action 
had _ practically cessed, as ‘the Japanese fieot. 
hed tarned shortly before, every ship in hoy 
own plucs, and steamed across’ the Russian 
front, the-oruisers then leading, with the 
armoured cruiaers next, and tho battleships 
bringing up tho rear. : 

Tt was impossible. to seo what damage the 
Japs suffered. It should, of course, have’ bean 
much heavior-than that of the Rassiaus, seeing 
that they were under tho fire of so many teary 
foris,as well as of tha’ Russian foot, Yet wo 
‘saw jno*hing to lead us to snpposa that thoy 
wero badly damnagad, antl they left in the same 
perfect order as they came, Nor wes any ship 
of the Russian flect sunk during the time that 
Wo were presant, though several gusiained 
‘considerable damage. Sor the Japaneso. hat 
failed {6 draw them from ‘under: the guns of the 
‘forts and the aguistance that the stranded ships 
were able to give with their heavy guns. 

The Russians had engaged: five battle-ships. 
five cruisers, and: one Volanteer cruiser, and 
they hd also the two battleships and one larxe 
cruiser aground. The Japansso foot consisted 
of sixtean chips, rating unknown, bat I think 
there wore four battleships, three armoured 
cruisers, and nine ornis:rs:—N.-C.D N.

‘TERRITORY.

Spy AN OCCASIONAL VIsITOR.} 

My. companion was.a man who docs uot Iny 
any pretensions to boing a walker. I suggested 
on the Jockey Club Off-Day that we might go as 
far as Kowloon City, and he gladly.aseontod to 
undertake that journey as being just abont the 
proper distance—if wo took rickshas. We took 
rickshas accordingly. Arrived at Kowloon 
City wo had the cbvice of several routes; wo 
could either strike away round tho bay to the 
eastwards towards “Lycomun Pass or climb 
up the monntaing directly behind the wallod 
city. °C." eyed the mountainous bridle-path 
of built sto 1es with some suspicion, but his eye 
was caught by tho spectrcle of a squad of Indian 
soldiers coming down the steep track, and that. 
decided the ronts.. From the aen-lovel to the top 
ofthe gep thal lads over tho hills to Shatin there 
is one of the most trying asconts to be found on 
any road in the Now Territory. The track is 
the ancient highway connecting Shatin Valley 
with Kowloon, and has besa used from time 
immemorial by tho Chineso country pepolo 
and grass-cutiers bringing their loads of crops 
and gross to the Kowloon markets. How on. 
earth theso lond-carriers can live to have grey 
baira when .they have to mako periodical 
jourpoys up thoro mountains carrying on their 
shoulders 2 weight to diatross a Spanish pack- 
mule passes the understanding of the European ; 
for withont a load at all ho finds his foet getting: 
heavier at every step and is only too glad to 
throw himself on tha grass when he reaches the 
top, panting like a broken-winded, horse and 
belioving that his end is near, In this gop there 
ia an old custom-houso on one side and a tea 
house on thecther where groups of weary Chinesa 
travellers Bit and refresh themanlves with the 
national beverage. If one can rid one's solf of 
squeamishnoss snfficiently to turn on ungecing 
eye on the tea-cups with reférence to their state 
of olesnliness and purity one finds the tea, 
unsweetened though it be, and guililess of cream, 
very palatable and refreshing ; yet I am afraid 
Mr.’ Cowper would never have found therein 
the inspiration which begot his lasting eulory 
of the hissing urn and the cup that choors but 
not inobriates. “C.” apparently thought in this 
strain also; for he dilutod bis with a modicum of 
ardent spirits from his flask, and even the™ 
muttered a sort of incantation under his breath 
before venturing to take 5 gulp, f 

A yery rugged path leads down tho hill on 
4ho farthor side to Shatin Valley where we can 
jnst catch a glimpso of tho sea. This is the end 
of Tide Cove, the longest arm of Mirs Bay: 
But although the traveller bas to jump fom 
rock to rook like a goat in descending the hillside 
it is a relief to ba on the down-grada after his 
long climb up the Kowloon slope. This valley 
has s number of little villages, or hamlets 
rather, scatiered about in it, and.is well wooded 
and fortile, with ploasing effect, of mountain 
‘and ses. As the water levol is reached Tolo 
Harbour and ita great expanse of rippling bluo 
waves open up to the viow, and one could almost 
favcy civilisation to ba a thousand miles away 
were it not for the sight of a Jaunch in the 
distance throwing clouds of black smoke across 
the bay, and the Union Jack flying on tho 
flagstaff at Shatin Polico Station. From 
Shatin we took s rowing-boat acroxs Tide Covs 
to the opposite shore and struck the New Road 
to Taipo. Toinduce “C,” to go farthor I had 
to tell some fairy tales of strange sights tobe 
soon anda fine level roari to be travelled such as 
would make a pedertrian of the veriest laggard 
apoiled by chains and rickshas in Hongkong. 
There was still ono “peg” left in the flask. 
I promised that we should p»rmit ourselves 
the pleasnre of that last drop when we reached 
the top of the bill. ‘The top of the bill was six 
miles off or 60. Before half the way had been 
covered my friend sat down on a bandle of 


faggots on the roadside and stubboraly refused 
to movo unless the whisky was forthcoming 
thera ond then; and he used language so viol- 
ent and forcible that I was intimidated into 
foregoing my share in his favour, 

Tuipo is about eight miles from th» point at 
which we bad left the boat, and the road over 
its entire length is capital for driving, cycling, 
or walking. When we did aorriv> at the top 
of the incline and began the easy diacent 
towards Taipo we came upon a tes-house kept 
by o venerab’a but grimy countryman, who 
supplied us with tea aud cakes sud some strange 
“kind of preserved frait very bilter and astringent 
to, the taste. Tha few eénis he got for his 
delicacies drew from him much “chio-chinning” 
and he insisted on dur acceptance each of a band. 
fal of bis Dead Sea fruit (xo “ «2 called it) as 
a Bort of stirrup-cup. The read to Taipo for 
sbout the last mile is built across a bight of 
the bay. ‘Taipo Station stuuds on o cousider- 
sble-eminence on the left; to the right ona 
twin-hill ig the spucious mat-shed of-the resi- 
dent Magistrate aud Land Officer, Seeing that 
we had got so far, I suggested that wa might 
make it one better and walk across the ponin- 
sula to the western or Deep Bay sido.. With 
the assistance of an obliging officer we woro 
put on the right road for Sumchuz, where we 
new a Isuach conld he got back to Hongkong. 
Bard walkiog over bad ground brought us to 
Sheungehui in about ou hour. and o half, and 
| other forty-five minutes took us to the Chinéso 
Customs Station on the Samchun River. Here 
one hears with surprise that there is a choice of 
two hotels, honsting the high-sounding noms of 
the Hotel del’Exrope aud the Hotolde Francs. 
They turned out to be little compradore’s shops 
suck as wa see in Queon’s 
kept gdod beer, From Samohup, boats carry 
passengers down the river into Deep Bay or 
as far up the stream asthe state of the tide will 
permit the -Isunches to come. All the upper 

art of the bay is covered with oystar-bids.

In order to facilitate the discussion of the 
new conditions, I will refer to thom in the

1, It seems strange to my committee that 
whilo you find yourselves .unablo to receive 
deposits sufflcent to cover carrent business 
with both companies as formerly, yon ara now 
able to recoiro a deposit in the joint onmeos 
of two companies, Tuo simplification of your 
accounts in theso matters may bo very desir. 
able to yourselves, brt from n businogs point «f 
view this ia universally considered subsidiary to 
the convenienceof customers. Further it doca not 
seemrightthat any person wishing toda business 
with one company alone should be obliged.to 
deposit his fands with both companias jointly. 

3, In fixiog the deposit at the average cost of 
one mopth’s telegrams it must be apparont. to 
you that tho advantage is all on your side. Tho 
nimost surcly your companies can demand is 
cash on deposit of a telogram itnmediately before 
its transmission. The month's deposit you 
require means that, for the best part of the 
month the sender of telograms will have a 
balance to his oredit in your books, From the 
anture of ‘your business it is unreasonable to 
ask him to give your companies this credit, nor 
Acos it appear necessary in such cases whero 
there is no question as to the financial standing | 
of the firm, or individual, with whom you are 


‘in business relations. It woald cortainly make 
the transaction a more equitable ona if the 


deposit now reqnired was rodaced to ona half. 

3 That the whole of the intorest, allowed by 
the bank on the deposits, should be claimed by 
tha companies is unjust to the depositer and 
contrary to custom. It has boen stated by you 


.in reply to a momber of this Chamber that the 


intention of this interest is a fair componsation 
for the credit you give and tho trouble of 
book-keeping, In paragraph No. 2 it is shown 
that undor this new system tho credit is given 
by the depesitor und not by, you, unless indeed 
yon delay sending out the previous month's ac- 
counts, It does not, therefore, appear reasonable 
@ wy comuities that you shonld demand extra 
payment for the trouble of entering in your own 
Tooke transactions with your creditors, They 
are not oware thot other similar concorns 
demand this, or that this allowanco has evar 
previously been olaimed by your companies, It 
has niways been understood that the autho- 
rived tariff rates covored ‘all expenses of 
tho administration and left presumably o 
substantial amount of prolit.

In voicing the viows of the mercantile com- 
munity on this question, my committee aro net 


roprosonting the facts too strongly in stating 


that the new corditions imposed by your 
aro strongly objected to not 
account of their arbitrary 
but aa another instance of the 


In this 
connection, a8 you stated that you must act 
alike to all parties, it would be interesting to 
kuow what depusit bas been required from the 
Government 8% security for their monthly 
telegram account, olso what percentage of bad 
debts have been made in Hougkong since 
establishment here. The latter must be in- 
tinitesimal, and is another argument against the 
necessity for requiring credit: Your com panies 
are as well placed as any mercantile house in 
the Colony for gouging the stability of your 
engtomors; there is Do yalid reason why credit 
shonld not be givon by you instead of to you; 
and my committee would be the last to put any 
obstacles in your way in cases where it appears 
to you_to ba advisable for financial -reasons to 
ask for cash paywents. 

In reply to an enquiror you have stated that 
thera is no Gevérnmont telegraph office in the 
world where telegrams can be handed in without 
essh payment. This fact is not denied, but the 
ommittes do not feel called upon to defend 
the business. methods of Government institu- 
tions, Nor can they admit the inference you 
wish to draw thot your administrations are on 
the some basis as Government Departments, in 
face ‘of the fact thot you aro both limited 
Niability companies formed for purpose of profit 
to your shareholders, One of the chiof reasons 
why you were able to ob‘ain certain priviloges 
as regards lauding rights was in view of the 
banefit which commerca would balikely to anjoy 
through the quick transmission of nows, For 
no other reason would you have obtained these 
privileges at o nominal cost, and if was nat 
then supposed that you would take advautago 
in dealing ‘with your customers of the fact of 
these privileges having resulted in the formation 
of a monopoly. 

Ta conclusion Tam to atate that this Chamber 
would welcome 8 mora generons treatment of 
the mercautile community of this Colony in 
the certain belief that it would ba to the mutual 
advantago of all cor cerned, and in regard to the 
question now under discussio :, it will be glad to 
loarn that the joint administration is prepared to 
view the matter in a mora liboral light,—I have
